fornia, can famish a few plants of 
ramie to any person or persons who will 
give it a fair trial. He says the plant will 
thrive where the ground does not freeze 
too deap, and he thinks it will do well in 
Nevada. 
Professor Hilgard says ramie 


will grow on Alkali lands, which are prac 
tioally worthless for other purposes, From 
two to three crops a year oan ba produced, 
and it can be harvested with a common 
mowing machine. Lands so far away from 
market ri to render the raising of grain 
unprofitable because of the cost of trans- 
portation, will, it planted in ramie, jiuid to 
the farmer ten fold the market value of bis 
grain. 


Ramie is perennial, It is enormously 


productive and will not require replanting 
for many years, and when once established 
requires bnt little care. _ The fibre is cot 
injured by insects and the fuilaru of crops 
is unknown. 


It is used for making any desired fabtio 


from the finest to the coarsest. It is al- 
most equal to silk in appearance, and more 
durable than linen. It requires a dry 
climate, especially in the summer and fall, 
for its cultivation, and if Nevada is adapted 
to its growth it will be one of the most 
profitable crops produood.
